DENOUNCES MOBS 

AND NIGHT RIDERS 

narbourvllle. Ky.. May 22.-Rarely 
If ever In the history of Kentucky hn* 
one candidate for the nomination for 
Governor of the Stale so mercilessly 
arraigned another as R. T. Franks ar- 
raigned Judge O'Rear In his opening 
•peech here today. After declaring; 
for redlstrlctlnK, for tax revision, for 
better schools and better roads,' for 
the endorsement of the county unit 
bill as advocated In the 1907 plat- 
form. Mr. Franks said that the most 
Important matter before the people of 
the State today Is the enforcement of 
the law, and he declared In effect that 
there are not enough night-riders and 
mob-members In the Republican party 
to nominate or elect a candidate who 
does not stand firmly for law and or- 
der. Mr. Franks' speech, which was 
heard and approved by a record- 
breaking crowd, was In part as fol- 
lows: 

When I made my announcement as 
a candidate for Governor, I stated tha' 
I would not make a speaking cam- 
paign for the nomination, giving as a 
reason my fear that It would engen- 
der bad feeling, and thus make it 
more difficult for us to win in Novem- 
ber, but. self-preservation Is univer- 
sally allowed to be the first law of 
nature, and If Judge O'Rear or any 
one else thinks that he can come and 
attack me< In my own home wlthou* 
getting Into a scrap, he Is destined 
to a rude awakening when he tries It 
Hence I have decided to take the 
stump in advocacy of my claims for 
the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor, and If It Is a speaking cam- 
paign that Judge O'Rear wants, I 
shall accommodate him to his heart's 
content, though I repeat my opinion 
that it would have been better for the 
party If no speeches had been made 
until after the July convention. 

I have been here.manv times be- 
fore. In every hard-fought battle that 
you have bad for the past twentv 
years I have come to your aid at th,c 
first call, and I have enjoyed mv visits 
to your city yrry much Indeed. I 
always feel at home In the mountains 
I have campaigned so much In the 
mountains that F feel as much at 
home up here as I do In Jackson's 
Purchase, where I was born and 
reared, or in the Pennyrile. where 
my home has been so long. In the 
last twenty years I have bad the 
Tleasure of speaking In one hundred 
and ten of the one hundred and nine 
teen counties of the State. Wherever 
I have spoken, my views on the funds 
mental principles of the Republican 
party are well known. 

The natural resources of Kentiiek< 
are not surpassed in important or 
equaled In variety by those of anv 
other State. Her shores are washer" 
by more miles of navigable stream- 
than are possessed by any other 
State; her soli Is as fertile as the 
Delta of the Nile; many of her moun- 
tains and valleys are covered with 
virgin timber that has never yet 
heard the sound of the woodman's ax; 
no State has more coal, and none can 
produce it more cheaply: we have 
fluorspar, lead. zinc, and the he?- 
quality of fire-clays In abundance 
There Is enough water power unused 
and going to waste, to operate everv 
wheel and spindle In the State with- 
out using a bushel of coal, and yet 
steam coal can be delivered at our 
furnace doors at a lower cost thar 
almost anywhere else op this earth 
We are in close prnxlrattm to the fast

the natural resources, and we have 
the men to develop them. A braver 
and more patriotic citizenship, on the 
whole, is not to be found In any Stat*, 
and why should not Kentucky forge 
to the front as one of the leading 
States of the Union In farming. In 
manufactures. In mining. In education 
and In all the varied Interests of a 
great people inhabiting a great land? 

For years we have been shipping 
our raw material elsewhere. It has 
been worked up and shipped back to 
us, we paying the freight both ways 
and losing the potential profit. Why 
do we not manufacture at home? 
There must be a reason. What la It? 
There Is something radically wrong, 
or these conditions would not exist. 
I will tell you what Is wrong. Our 
taxing system is wrong, and we do not 
enforce our laws or preserve public 
order. a 

We ahould begin our program of 
change by altering our apportionment 
laws so as to give every citizen of 
the State equal representation. I do 
not hesitate to say that our appor- 
tionment laws are a disgrace to civil 
Izatlon. a crime In the garb of law. 
and should make every honest man 
of whatever party hang his head In 
shame when he thinks of the great 
Injustice that has been done to the 
people by Democratic legislators, who 
cared not for the public good, but did 
the bidding of those enemies of the 
8tate who had before them and In 
them nothing but their lust for con- 
tinued power as a necessary condi- 
tion of their political existence. 
Mob Rule and Night Riders.

This law has been recently Invoked 
with good effect by a Democratic 
Governor In Ohio and by a Repub 
llcan Governor In Illinois, and we 
should hare such a law In Kentucky 
Kentucky ha* fir years been clamor- 
ing for more business and Inviting Im- 
mlrraflon. More than ore miV.ion Im- 
migrant* landed In the fnltr-d S'ates 
In : r»l 0. neirly Sfifl.non of them farm 
is! "i-er* How many of them came to 
Kentucky? A st:rpri«lngly small 
r ,. r rvhere did they go? To 
every place errcpt Kentucky Rut 
that Is not the worst. A great nurr 
brr of tho«e we alreidy had— cl'lzens 
of Kentucky— have sone away within 
the past yegr You can scarrely 
travel on a train leaving Ken- 
tucky that you do not see our Ken 
tucktans flocking to ether States 
reeking home* in a distant land — an ' 
nhy Is It? Yon can talk for business, 
you can talk for Immigration, you car 
talk prosperity for our State until you 
grow hoarse but It does no good. 

Law and Order Must Come First.

cating them for years. Judee O'Rear 
mav follow where they lead If he 
wishes, but 1 say to you that I will 
not. 

1 asked a friend a few davs aeo if 
he believed In a progressive Repub 
lleon. "That depends." he said 
"There are three ways a man can 
proeress and be a progressive Repub- 
lican. One way Is toward the Repub 
llcan partv. another wnv Is toward the 
Democratic party, and the third 
Is toward what was once known 
as the Populist party. It depends on 
which way a man progresses whether 
I believe in him as a progressive Re- 
publican or not." 

That reminds me of an Inscription 
I once read nn a tombstone: "Takn 
ur thy cross and follow me." A wag 
wrote bene-ith: 

"To follow you I'm not Intent 
Till I find out which way you went." 

The so-cnllcd progressive or Insur- 
gent Republicans of the House and 
Senate have been very kind to Presi- 
dent Taft in the past fifteen months, 
and he ought to feel very kindly to 
ward them They have succeeded In 
giving him r Democratic House by 
sixty-seven majority, and counting La 
Follette. Bourne Clapp Polndexter, 
Cummins and Brlstow with the Dem 
He rats (as they won't vote with th» 
Republicans), they have also given 
Mr. Taft a Democratic Senate. ! am 
not a new-fangled Republican. I am 
one of those who believe In the plat- 
form adopted at Chicago In 1908, and 
I propose to stand by that platform 
and contend for the faith expreaaed In 
It until the party shall apeak again 
with the same authority. Progressive? 
Why, the Republican party la the most 
progressive party that has had an ex- 
istence under this government In the 
last hundred year*. It broke the 
shacklea from four million slaves and 
made them freemen. It fought the 
greatest war of modern timea and pre 
served the Union of Statea, making it 
the greateat nation In the history of 
man. It resumed specie payments r.nd 
made every dollar In the land as good 
a* every other dollar. It aet the seal 
of condemnation on the Democratic 
nightmare of rag money. It fought 
free silver to the death and there are 
now none to mourn its departure. 

I am rooted and grounded tn the 
faith that we must have protection for 
American Industry and American labor 
lu order to have and maintain pros- 
perity In this country. 

I think It proper that I should make 



thoroughly understood aa to 
that great army of men who till the 
•oil, the farmers of Kentucky, because 
It ha* been said by some who are sup- 
porting other candidates that some of 
the farmers of Kentucky would vote 
against me because of what I said 
shout the Night Riders In a speech I 
delivered at Hopklnaville In 1901. I 
do not hold to the belief that Repub- 
lican farmers are against me on that 
account or any other account. I was 
reared on a farm I have helped the 
farmers, my neighbors, to build their 
homes, roll their logs, grow their to- 
bacco, thresh their wheat, make np 
their molasses— In fact, I have done 
•ome of every kind of work known to 
the farming fraternity In this state. 
I have mixed and mingled with them 
all my life. I know the farmera of 
Kenfrky. who tliry are and what they 
stand for, and I am proud that so 
many of them know me. as I am proud 
to know them 

In that speech at Hopklnsvllle I 
stated that if I were a farmer I would 
belong to all of their organizations 
that sought In a lawful way to en- 
hance the price of farm products. I 
believe the farmers have a right to 
organize for self protectlnn. and I 
would be glad to see every farmer In 
the land take a greater interest In thj 
welfare of every other farmer. I 
know the hardships through which 
the fanner passes each year as he tolls 
to make an honest living for himsell 
nnd those dependent upon him. eating 
two meals a day by lamplight the year 
rr.und taking rhnnres with the ele- 
ments, to have his crop destroyed 
by drouth or flood, and, should he es- 
cape both and gather abundantly at 
harvest time, to have great combina- 
tions ef wealth to sit In Judgment on 
the prices forcing them down some- 
times below the cost of production 
This is the common lot of the farmer 
In Kentucky. I know these things are 
hard, and they should be remedied at 
once— but who is to do It? The Dem- 
ocratic party will not do it. because 
It has controlled legislation In Ken- 
tucky since 1SC> without a break, ex- 
crpt nt one time the Republicans had 
the House, but the Democrats con- 
trolled Hie Senate. If there Is no law 
In Kentuckv to punish great combina- 
tions of wealth, formed nnd used to 
Oppress the people, it Is the fault of 
the Democratic party and not the fault 
of the Republican party. I promise. If 
elected Governor, to enforce Impartial- 
ly, without fear or favor, such existing 
laws as may be Invoked against the 
employment of capital In a manner 
oppressive to the people, and to use 
all the power that may be at my com 
mand to seeure the passage of laws 
that will effectually break up thes< 
wrongful operations of capital. That 
Is the remedy and the only remedy. 
"But," one will say, "we can not get 
our officers to enforce the law." Then 
you should elect men who will enforce 
the law. But for God's sake, for the 
sake of your State, your home ami 
your family do not undertake to se 
cure redress through the mob. A mob 
never settled anything except to bring 
disgrace upon the community, and for- 
ever damn those who engaged In the 
mob. It t* an insult to any k09M$i 
farmrr tn anv that he Witt gi t mad at 
WON far rlrrnvni inn mobs. J/oftg arr 
in nearly <rery instance COSISOSCd ot 
rnu-arrls ami of the lou-rr tfesjaewfl in 
the rnmmvnitti. and for any man tn 
become incensed n ncn yon denounce a 
mob uill naturally cause the public to 
think that he uas either in the mob 
or was in sympathy with it. And 
man that Is In s\mpnthy with the mob 
nnd does not Join It If he has the op 
portunlty. is a greater coward than 
Ihcse who do Join, and that Is the rea 
son "ie does not Join 
Assails Judge O'Rear on Mob Rule. 
Judge O'Rear had sometjiing to say 
about mobs In his speech at Hopkins- 
V'llle, a part of which I endorse and a 
rart of which I do not endorse. He 
said In sneaking of the attitude of 
Governor Wlllson toward him: 

"The Governor knew my views on 
the situation, for at his ir.s'ance I had 
several conferences with him on the 
subject. I said in the speech (the 
Frankfort speech) that the Governor 
was to bt -ommended for his efforts 
to restore peace and protect life and 
property as well as to bring to pun 
Ishment the violators of the law." 

If Judge O'Rear had stopped there 
the world would have said: "Well 
done, good and faithful servant " But 
listen to what he said next, which 
si oiled all that had gone before: 

"But I further said that in my opln 
Ion the disorders were symptomatic; 
that they reflected the feeling of re- 
sentment of many growers that they 
had suffered long oppression, and tha'. 
the law had not afforded them anv 
remedy; that the surest way to pre- 
vent similar outbreaks was to remove 
the cause of them: that the growers 
could not be convinced that they were 
not being outrageously oppressed by 
threats of punishment; that you could 
not push an Idea through an Anglo 
Saxon's head with a bayonet." 

What does Judge O'Rear mean by 
that? Does he mean to say that the 
Governor ought not to have called 
out aoldlers to prevent murder, arson 
and Intimidation? He saya: 

"The farmers were being depressed 
by threats. The disorders were symp- 
tomatic." 

Which no one denies, but we differ 
as to the -Vaynedy. Does he mean by 
that that the right way to settle the 
troubles was through the mob. the 
torch and the whipping post? Why 
did he not say: "Gentlemen, your 
troublea are real and your grievance 
great, but your remedy Is to the law 
and you must not take It into your 
own hands." He says: 

"The growers could not be convinced 
that they were not being outrageously 
oppressed by thn uts of punishment." 

Who was threatening the honest to- 
bacco growers The only threats that 
anybody heard of were against the 
Night Riders and by the Night Riders 
Nobody made any threats against the 
honest tobacco growers except the 
night riders. I protest against Judge 
O'Rear or any one else placing the 
night rider and the honest tobacco 
grower upon the same level or In the 
same class, and again ask. Who threat 
ened the honest tobacco growers? 

Judge O'Rear said: 

"You can not push an Idea through 
an Anglo-Saxon's head with a bayo- 
net" 

Who were these "Anglo-Saxons" 
'hat you speak of that the soldiers 
•*ere sent out to suppress'' Were they 
• ot night riders? Judge O'Rear knew 



•• it "he soldier* never molested any 
one Moept night riders If the officers 
of the Isw In the counties where these 
night riders lived and did theft work 
could not or would not suppress them, 
do you mean to say that the soldier* 
could not changp thdr Ideas from 
those of mob members to those of 
peaceful citizens? They were killing 
people, they were burning homes, they 
were de«troylng depot*, they were 
laying cltle* in a*he*. they were ter 
rortzing whole communities, they were 
driving men from the State. These 
men were being threatened, and no 
one else was threatened -and yet the 
Judge say* that yon could not push 
an Idea through their heads with a 
bayonet. And again he says- 

"If. however, any opponent. Demo- 
crat or Republican, care* to fake up 
the other *lde. 1 am prepared to meet 
him on the subject." 

I will take the other side nnd make 
my appeal to the law abiding people 
of Kentucky. I am willing to abide 
by their decision, even on his state 
ment made at Hopblnsvll'e and le 
nore his statement at Frankfort, that 
he waited three years to explain, and 
which he did not then explain until 
he became a candidate for Governor 

Of course the Democrats are not 
going to fight JMlNJ O'Rear now 
Thev want blm nominated, and will 
bold their fire until afer the nomina- 
tion* are made. But I here and now 
enter mv solemn protest acalnst the 
nomination bv the Republican HSlty 
of a candidate for Governor bnldinc' 
the views on Inw nnd order that have 
hpr-n pxpro'-'-el pub"cly by .Indue 
D'Ronr Wherever the Republican 
tnrtv the partv of Lincoln, of Grant 
Garfield.

We all agree that the trust was do- 
'nr wronc. nnd for that wrone tbev 
-•ucht to b^ve been punished, bn* 
•here was a wnv pnd a n'ace. Thev 
should bnve been taken to 'he proper 
'rr»m, where the weak nnd the stronsr 
•rppt »ron •» common level. Charter 
101. Kenti-ckv statutes, beginning 
■vl'h Section 2.01 S provides a way 
"nd no or. P was better prennred than 
Jtldrc f^'Penr to ernlaln the line of 
nrocedure That statute fixes a fno 
of from ISOO to $-.000 or six months 
to twplve months In the county Jail, 
or the coi-rt tr«y so fine and Imprison 
nt the discretion of the Jurv. Pro- 
ceedings could have been brought by 
any one of 110 0»rntj Attorneys or 
by pny one of thirty-four Common 
wealth Attornevs. The courts are 
°nen always, and Judge O'Rear. si- 
ting In the court of last resort, could 
have seen to It that Justice was given 
them If the cases ever got to his court 
Why did he not advise what line to 
pursue Instead of saying: 

"You can not push an Idea through 
an Anglo-Saxon's head with a bayo- 
net"" 

There Is no place In this land of 
the free and home of the brave for 
mobs and the mob spirit. I think 
that everv man at that peace confer- 
ence should have said that law and 
order must reign and that peace must 
be established, and those In thnt con- 
ference should have met mob violence 
with that stern determination that 
would have convinced all that law- 
breakers could find no encouragement 
at the State Capl'ol, and esneclallv 
none from a member of the Court of 
Appeals of the State. But. Instead. 
Judge O'Rear threw a bombshell Into 
the camp of Law and Order that 
kindled more fire In the breasts of the 
night riders' and mob sympathizers 
than all the speeches and all the ed- 
itorials that had gone before. Why? 
Because at that time he was a mem- 
ber of the Court of Appeals of the 
State, the court of last resort. If I 
am not mistaken, he was Chief Jus- 
tice of that court, the man of all men 
who should have counseled obedience 
to the law. 

The law-breakera had a right to 
think that if the Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeals should feel that way 
about their acts, they had not to fear 
any trouble from the Inferior courts 
or from officers clothed with less 
power. That very speech gave Judge 
O'Rear the sympathy of every night 
rider In Kentucky. It was carried 
from neighborhood to neighborhood, 
from county to county wherever 
these sons of darkness had an organi- 
zation. "It was told In Gath and It 
was published In the streets of As- 
kalon," until every night rider in the 
State began to sing the praises of 
Judge O'Rear. At the same time, 
however, his speech drove from him 
a greater number of law-and-order 
men. so that he lost more than he 
gained. 

And there is another thing that 
should be taken Into consideration 
Night riders, as a rule, are confined 
to Democratic localities, and they 
have but little to do In Republican 
^inventions and Republican elections 
I do not mean to give offense, but the 
records show that night riding flour- 
ishes only 'In Democratic strongholds, 
with but one single exception. That 
exception Is Christian County, but I 
do not mean any reflection on Chris- 
. Ood 



tompsratlvely few night riders of her 
#>wn. but she has suffered grievously 
at the bands of the lawles* from other 
and Democratic counties The mob 
that destroyed her beautiful city came 
from another county They travel 
from one county to another. There 
are not many of them, although Judee 
O'Rear think* there are enough of 
them to nominate him for Governor 
He I* mistaken They can not ftl 
Into Republlcsn conventions. If all 
the Republican night rider* In Ken 
tnrky should attend th* convention In 
Christian County where he opened 
hi* campalen. there would not tie 
enough of them to carrv that county 
for Judge O'Rear. because tberp are 
more law and order reople In Chris- 
flan County than there are Repub- 
lican night rider* In the entire State 
of Kentucky Thev are nearly all 
Democrat*, and Judge O'Rear Is sup- 
posed to be a Republican: but. to read 
hi* speech, one might have *ome 
a on hi 

Yet Hopllnsvllle 1* where Judee 
O'Rear went to open his campalen 
and before the Ink was drv on his 
announcement as a cnndldate he 
pitched Ms tent In Dawson Springs- 
Dawson Springs, where the night rid- 
ers visited -re of the leading hotels 
about the time of his Frankfort 
speech, nnd took therefrom one of the 
cues* • of the hotel drarged him to 
the river bank, whipped him and 
made blm kNavt the country and to- 
day, on account of the night riders 
be Is forepd to make his home In a 
distant State. The Judge, while at 
the Springs, was In dally commnnlca 
tlon with h'-' friends In that part of 
the State, nnd doubtless received 
many assurances of support — from the 
Democratic picht riders. 

He capped the climax bv openlne 
bis camnnlrn at Hopklnsvllle. where, 
dur'nc the nlsrht-rlder troubles a mob. 
estlmntrd to contain from two hun- 
dred to three hundred men. all 
masked vls'ted the city under cover 

of dark-no**, shooting up the pinto 

glass fronts from one end of the mnln 
street to the other, burning tobacco 
factories, shooting n railroad engineer 
off his engine, whipping people and 
comirlttlnr almost every crime and 
otitraro known to nlcht riderism. 1 
can ircnclre that If the Judge had 
paused to llst«n during his speech be 
could still have heard the echo of the 
ra'tllng glass, the tramp of the mid- 
night mob. nnd could have smelled 
the smoke that I should think still 
hares low over the rich valleys of 
good old Christian County, from the 
burnlnr barns over the destruction 
of which suits are now pending In the 
United States Court at Owenshoro. 1 
*ny, the people are wondering why 
this man should have gone to this 
place at thl« time to open his cam- 
paign. I will admit that I am at a 
loss to know, unless It was that he 
mleht he In oir.«p proximity to tho 
mobs that burned Princeton and Hop- 
klnsvllle. or have a reunion of the 
night riders of the State, where he 
could be present. 

Put. gentlemen. Is tbat the way to 
bring capital to your State? The for- 
eign Investor, when contemplating 
comlntr among us, will nsk the oues- 
tlon, "Who is your Governor? What 
stand did he take during your night- 
rider troubles? Which side was he 
on?" Judge O'Rear's friends are 
boasting that he went into my dis- 
trict to open his campaign, and a pa- 
per supporting him said. "O'Rear has 
bearded the Hon In hit den." There 
were eight other districts in the State 
which had no candidates for Gov- 
ernor, and in courtesy he might have 
gone to any one of these. Not satis 
fled with Invading my district, he has 
designs on my county, as is evident 
by the letters he is writing to the 
precinct committeemen of that coun- 
ty. Since Judge O'Rear made his an- 
nouncement I have not so much as 
sent a letter to his district. Courtesy 
demands certain things of a candidate 
for the high office of Governor, and 
no man understands that courtesy bet 
ter than Judge O'Rear. but ambition 
has dethroned courtesy, and the 
temptation was so great that be could 
not resist It. Judge O'Rear. of course, 
has the right to conduct his campaign 
as he sees fit. hut when a man comes 
Into my district and throws down the 
gauntlet, and all because my stand 
for law and order, for peace and 
qvlet and security and the rights of 
the citizen, much ns I opposed and 
am op nosed to a speaking campaign 
for the nomination. I accent the gage 
of battle, and to the best of my ability 
will defend sjay cause. The Repub- 
licans everywhere say that my stand 
for law and order v as right, but BOOM 
who are supporting other candidates 
sav that If I should be nominated the 
night riders would vote against me. 
Of course they will vote against me. 
but for ever- night-rider Republican 
tbat I |OM I shall a*) tWO Democrats, 
lawand-order Democrats, in his place. 
I have no fear of the result on that 
soar*. Give me the nomination and I 
will take care of the night riders. 

Gentlemen my stand when I went 
among the night ridera In 1908 and de- 
nounced them to their faces at thotf 
county seats, with signs of their dr\ll- 
try before my eyes and the threats of 
their vengeance ringing In my ears— 
my stand, I say, was right or It was 
wrong sad I want the Republican 
party to say which side It will take 

I frankly say to you. If on account 
of my stand for law and order, the Re- 
publican party thinks that I should 
not be nominated because the night 
riders are against me. then I protest 
against the nomination of a candidate 
by the Republican party becnuse the 
night rld»rs are for that candidate 
If the time should ever come when the 
night riders control the Republican 
party or their fear or favor Influ- 
ssjbjj Its councils, which 1 hope will 
never be I want to say to you. and Bay 
It In all earnestness, as much aa I 
love that old party not alone on ac- 
count of Its splendid past, but on ac- 
count of th<- magnificent future that 
lies before It: as much as I have en- 
Joyed fighting Its battles and glorying 
In It* achievements should It ever sur 
render to the -light riders of Ki-ti 
tucky. 1 want •« say It with all the 
emphasis of my seal, that the tlru> 
will come, and come quickly, when 
those who hav.- sh/ uldered the respon 
siblllty will call for the rocks slid 
mountains to fall on them and htd< 
them from tbe fierce wrath of an un- 
rated people— and fervently I sha 
say smen to their fats.
